REVIV

“If my people, which are called by my name, shall hum- 
ble themselves, and pray; and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their land.”—II Chron. 7:14. 


Revival is needed. It may be had. 
God waits to give it. But it will 
come, only on God’s conditions. 

A supreme need of these mo- 
mentous days is to know clearly 
and definitely what God’s condi- 
tions for revival are. The next 
step is to fall in line with God. 
Then we shall receive the blessing 
that we seek. rae 

The expressed opinions of men 
as to means and methods will do 
little to further the cause. In- 
deed, such may do much to hind- 
er it. Man’s method, consciously 
or unconsciously so often is to 
“vet up” Something that is at- 
tractive. God’s method is to “get 
down” Some One who is effective. 
God’s conditions are the only con- 
ditions upon which revival can 
come. | 

Thus it is all important to know 
what God's conditions for revival 
are. 

What are they? For answer to 
this we must appeal to His own 
Word. The Scripture placed at the 
forefront of these pages gives us 
the divine programme for revival. 
Thus saith the Lord:— 


“If My People Shall... 
Then Will I...” 


The statement is prefixed by an 


: 


“IF” which at once indicates that 
revival is conditional. “IF”? certain 
conditions are complied with on 
the one hand, “THEN” certain re- 
sults will most surely follow; . for 
God has said it. But if the con- 
ditions set down are ignored, neg- 
lected, or treated with indiffer- 
ence, or are substituted by other 
methods and means, then there 
can “be no expectation that the 
results promised will be manifested 
or experienced. 

In face of this significant “IF” 
how important it is that the con- 
ditions for revival be clearly un- 
derstood and wholeheartedly ac- 
cepted. 

Revival means “life again’”—a 
renewal of life—a fresh inflow of 
“Christ, who is ‘our life” (Col. 3:4). 
This being so, it can refer only to 
those who have already had life; 
to those who have been “born 
again” (John 3:3), and who truly 
belong to Christ. God’s Word is 
very plain upon this point. The 
subjects of revival are:— 


“My People, Which are Called 
By My Name.” 

While it is manifest at times of 

revival, that crowds of the un- 

saved are quickened, regenerated, 


“converted,” it must be clearly 
kept in mind that such happens 
only because of the revived life of 
those whom the Lord designates as 
“my people, who are called by 
my name.” 

When the Lord’s own people are 
revived then the streams of “the 
water of life” will fill them and 
flow through them, and overflow 
them in quickening and life-giv- 
ing power to the “dry and thirsty 
land” and the dead souls around. 

In some cases, amongst the Lord’s 
own people, the need for revival 
is keenly felt, and hearts are cry- 
ing out for a closer walk with 
God, for a deeper love and a great- 
er sense of the divine presence, 
for a fresh enduement of power 
for personal victory and for more 
devoted service. Many have a keen 
and sorrowful consciousness of the 
loss of their first love and the lack 
of the Spirit’s presence, peace, and 
power. It is the sigh and the sob 
and the cry of their hearts:— 


Where is the blessedness I knew 
When first I saw the Lord? 
Where is the soul-refreshing view 

Of Jesus and His word? 


What peaceful hours I once en- 
joyed! 
How sweet their memory still! 
But they have left an aching void, 
The world can never fill. 


“Wilt thou not revive us again: 
that thy people may rejoice in

I 
believe if you read it over with 
an earnest heart to find the will 
of God and carefully studied the 
Scriptures given, you would have 
agreed with the article. Since you 
did not, I will answer your ques- 


tions the best I can. 


Governments Must Act For God in 
Putting Down Crime and 
Aggression 

First, you object to Dr. Moyer’s 
statement that “human govern- 
ment is just as truly a divine 


‘institution as is the church.” But 


whether you like it or not, that is 
true. Churches do not always do 
right. They go wrong in doctrine. 
They are made up of weak human 


, beings. But the church is a divine 


institution. So is human govern- 
ment. 

Romans 13:1-4 says: “Let 
every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no 
power but of God: the powers that 
be are ordained of God. Whosoever 
therefore resisteth the power, re- 
sisteth the ordinance of God: and 
they that resist shall receive to 
themselves damnation. For rulers 
are not a terror to good works, 
but to the evil. Wilt thou then not 
, be afraid of the power? do that 
‘ which is good, and thou shalt 
have praise of the same: For he is 
_ the minister of God to thee for 
good. But if thou do that which} 
is evil, be afraid; for he beareth| 


| If you do not like capitalism, you 


do not like the American way of 
life and you do not like the plan 
plainly given in the Bible. The 
truth is that big business is in 
such a minority that it does not 
much influence the government. 
There are far more common 
people with their prejudices and 
whims like yourself, and all have 
an equal vote with the richest: men 
in the world, only there are far 
more of you. It is not only fool- 
ish, but wicked to talk against 
capitalism and to blame capitalists 
for war. That is the communist 
line. 


Capital Punishment Commanded 
for Murderers 


Third, you say you are against 
capital punishment for criminals. 
But in that you ignore the plain 
teaching of the Word of God. In 
Genesis 9:6 God commands, “Who- 
so sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed: for in the 
image of God made he man.” The 
government should act for God in 
executing murderers, says the 
scripture. Again, in Exodus 21:12 
God commands, “He that smiteth 
a man, so that he die, shall be 
surely put to death.’ And in the 
New Testament the same God who 
has not changed His principles a 
particle says that rulers are God’s 
agents in executing punishment 
on criminals, that the ruler is a 
“minister of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil” (Rom. 13:4). This is 
why we pay taxes to the govern- 
ment, God says. “For for this 
cause pay ye tribute also: for 
they are God’s ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing” 
(Rom. 13:6). You should not go 
by your smart ideas about whether 
it is right to put murderers to 
death, but go by the Word of God.

The Bible and Wine 


Dear Brother Mc———-: 

I will try to answer your ques- 
tions about liquor, as related to 
certain verses in the Bible. 


Ephesians 5:18 says, “Be not 
drunk with wine, wherein is ex- 
cess.” It means that to be filled 
with wine is excess but to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit is nor- 
mal and not excessive. It does not 
drinking. intoxicating 
liquor. To my mind, it simply 
contrasts the bad, wine, with the 


good, the Hcly Spirit. One should 
| be filed with one but should 


} not be filled wtih the other. The 


Scripture is not talking about be- 
ing half filled. 

You contrast I Timothy 3:8 and 
I Timothy 3:3. You ask if deacons 
are to be allowed to drink some 
and pastors not at all. Actually, 
in the Revised Standard Version 
of the New Testament, I Timothy 
3:3 says that the bishop or pastor 
is to be “no drunkard’ and the 
deacons are to be “not addicted to 
much wine.” I think the meaning 
is the same, the standard the 
same for both. 

Grape juice is not intoxicating, 
and so one would not be enslaved 
by it. But intoxicating wine would 
tend to make one a drunkard, a 
slave to it.- 

Titus 2:3 says that women are 
not to drink much wine. One would 
not drink pure grape juice to ex- 
cess, that is, enough to injure the 
health or morals. The excess would 
indicate intoxicating wine. Those 
who drank much wine would be 
drinking intoxicating wine, per- 
haps. Yet please remember that 


‘there is no separate word for 
grape juice alone, as far as I 
know, in the Greek New Testa- 
ment. 


Proverbs 31: 6,7 seems to teach 
that wine has some type of use as 
a medicine. Remember that there 
were not many narcotics or stimu- 
lants available in ancient times. 
Now there are many that are bet- 
ter than alcohol for nearly every 
internal use. And doctors know 
this. 

I suggest that you write for a 
copy of the pamphlet, Christ, the 
Apostles and Wine by Ernest Gor- 
don, published by the Sunday 
School Times Company, 325 North 
13th Street, Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania, 40c a copy.

Modernism, 
Kternal Security, 
Scofield Bible 


My Dear Brother P. 


I am glad to have your letter 
and will try to answer your ques- 
tions. 

1. “Is a modern church so called 
because it does not believe in the 
doctrine once in grace always in 
grace?” 

Answer: No, if that church be- 
lieves in the full inspiration of the 
Bible, in the deity of Christ, in 
the blood ‘atonement, salvation by 
faith, it is a fundamental church, 
that is it believes in the great 
fundamentals of the faith. The 
Holiness churches, the Nazarene 
church, the Free Methodist church 
aJl are fundamental churches, on 
the main doctrines I have mention- 
ed, but do not believe in the 


eternal security of a_ believer.| 


Some Methodist churches also are 
fundamental, that is, the local 


pastor and most of the members'' 


may believe in the fundamentals 
of the faith. Originally ‘all Metho- 
dist churches did believe in the 
inspiration of the Bible, the deity 
of Christ, His virgin birth, His 
bodily resurrection, atonement by 
the blood, salvation by faith. How- 
ever, principal Methodist leaders 
have now repudiated those old- 
time doctrines which John Wesley 
believed. But some Methodists are 
fundamental. 

2. You ask “whether Billy Gra- 
ham preaches once in grace al- 
ways in grace in doctrine?” I am 
quite sure that Billy Graham does 
not make an issue of this doctrine 
in his union revival campaigns. It 
would not be wise to have doc- 
trinal controversy between Chris- 
tians who believe the Bible and 
are trying to win souls together. 
For example, it would not be wise 
to make an issue about baptism 
in a revival campaign where many 
different churches were cooperat- 
ing. However, it would be perfect- 
ly in order to make an issue about 
the deity of Christ, the inspiration 
of the Bible, the virgin birth, sal- 
vation by faith in the atoning 
blood, etc., even in a revival cam- 
paign, and in any company. No 
Christian has a right to be where 
he cannot speak up for these fund- 
amentals of the faith. 

These fundamental doctrines are 
really foundation doctrines on 
which Christianity rests. . 

3. You say, “Is it true that you 
cannot understand the gospel un- 
less you use the Scofield Bible?” 

Answer: No, that is not true. 
However, the Scofield Bible does 
have wonderful helps in under- 
standing the Bible and I strongly 
advise every Christian to have a 
Scofield Reference Bible because 
it has such wonderful helps. But 
the Scofield notes in the Bible are 
not as important as the Bible it- 
self and the Holy Spirit will help 
one to understand the Bible, if he 
cannot have the Scofield notes. By 
all means the emphasis should be 
put on the Word of God itself. 


However, we should have whatever 


helps we can well have to under- 

stand the Word of God.

Is Capital 
Punishment Murder? 


Dear Brother G 


You say that Exodus 20:13, 
“Thou shalt not kill,” is a com- 
mand against war, -but you are 
wrong. For lack of information 


here, you are misled. There are 
several different words even in tne 
English language for killing. There 
is slaughter, assassinate, murder, 
execute for example. The word 
used in Exodus 20:13 is “‘thou shalt 
not murder.” It is not, ‘Thou 
shalt not execute,” that is, put to 
death officially by the government. 
It is not, “Thou shalt not slaught- 
er,’ which would forbid even the 
killing of animals. Murder, that 
is, killing by an individual, for hate 
or spite or vengeance, is forbidden. 
But in the next chapter, Exodus 
21:12, God commands, “He that 
smiteth a man, so that he die, shall 
be surely put to death.” You see, 
an official execution is not the 
same as murder. If a policeman 


has a gun battle with a criminal 


and kills him, that does not violate 
Exodus 20:13. If a soldier obeying 
his government and therefore his 
God bears arms in the defence of 
his country, he does not murder. 
A more careful study of the Bible 
would help in this matter.

Bible Teaching 
About the Sabbath 


Dear Brother S 

It is unfortunate that you are 
so set on making the Bible teach 
that Christians should observe the 
Jewish Sabbath because now you 
are not likely to listen to what the 
Word of God says. 

Yet I must repeat some things 
clearly taught in the Bible. 

1. The Sabbath was made known 
at Mt. Sinai (Neh. 9:12). There is 
no room for speculation, when 
God says it. If you will read 
Exodus 16 again you will find that 
the Israelites were camped near 
Mt. Sinai when the incidents there 
given took place. But why should 
any Christian not believe what the 
Bible clearly states, that the Sab- 
bath was made known at Mt. 
Sinai?- 

2. It is clear also that the ac- 
count in Genesis 2 was not writ- 
ten, until Moses wrote it down in 
the wilderness after the law was 
given. 

3. It is clear that not a single 
person is ever reported to have 
kept the Sabbath, before Exodus 
16. Not Abraham, not Noah, nor 
Adam nor any other saint of God! 
You have no right to read into 
the Bible what is not there. 

4. And Colossians 2:13-17 plain- 
ly says that the Sabbath is part

of the ceremonial law (“shadow 
of things to come’’) and thus nail- 
ed to the cross of Christ, and that 
no Christian is now to be judged 
concerning the Jewish dietary 
laws, or feast days or sabbaths. 

5. The Bible clearly and express- 
ly states that the Sabbath was a 
special sign between God _ and 
Israel and the Israelites were to 
keep the Sabbath.

6. Not one time in the entire 
New Testament is anybody com- 
manded to keep the Sabbath. Re- 
member, not a time! 


7. The Lord Jesus Christ Him- 
self “broke” the Sabbath. “There- 
fore the Jews sought the more 
to kill him, because he not only 
had broken the Sabbath, but had 


Saviour. He has all the power of 
God. Well, even if He is, we still 
hate Him and will not serve Him, 
will not trust Him. It was a de- 
liberate and final rejection of 
Christ. 


3. Hebrews 6:4-6 speaks of an 
unpardonable sin in which it is 
impossible to bring people again 
to the point of repentance when 
they sin against complete and full 
enlightenment by the Holy Spirit 
and crucify the Son of God afresh 
in their hearts. Remember this 
is the same unpardonable sin, and 
Jesus said there was only one. 

4. Genesis 6:3 says, ‘My spirit 
shall not: always strive with Man.” 
So when the Spirit of God is in- 
sulted, and after great conviction 
and enlightenment are ignored, He 
sometimes leaves lost people and 
never comes to convict them any

This peculiar question is asked by God in Isaiah 66:1, 
“Where is the house that ye build unto me?” The pride of 
the contractor is to build a house more beautiful, more 
strangely-constructed than others have built and in a situa- 
tion that is unusually difficult. Evidently our Lord expects 
each of us to build a house for Him in the place where we 
are and in the circumstances that surround us. Often the 


Christian. is referred to as a 


builder, particularly in Paul’s 


Epistles. Since the fact remains that each one is actually 
building something for eternity, it will be of interest and of 
profit if. we shall consider some of the detail of this work. 


Jude uses the expression, “Build- 
. ing. up yourselves on your most 
holy faith” (verse 20). Let us pro- 
ceed to do so. The first part of 
this building will be— 

THE FOUNDATION. No builder 
would proceed with the super- 
structure until he was assured that 
the foundation was sufficient and 
secured to a firm base. The foun- 
dation in every man’s life should 
be ,Jesus Christ, for we read in 
I Corinthians 3:11, “Other foun- 
dation can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” He 
is ‘indeed the “Rock of Ages.” 
Those who rest upon Him, put 
their trust in Him, are saved and 
are safe. He has endured all the 
ages of the past and will still be 
a resting place for His people in 
all the ages to come. Have you laid 
this foundation in the building 
which you are erecting for eter- 
nity? 

THE HEATING PLANT is most es- 
sential for there must be provision 
made for keeping the house warm 
after it is built. God wants warm 
Christians that are on fire for 
souls and whose hearts are warm- 
ed with His love. There should be 
no coldness in this building of ours. 
We should see to it that our hearts 
are always kept warm for Him. 
There should be a fervor in our 
love that can be felt. Let us guard 
against a cold heart in our devo- 
tions and cold feet in our serv- 
ice. Keep yourselves warm for God. 


THERE MUST BE A LIVING ROOM. 
The old-fashioned ‘“sitting-room” 
with the open fireplace, the grand- 
father clock, the comfortable old 
rocking chairs and the dim light 
of the lamp invited many a visitor 
to.a happy evening of sweet con- 
verse. It is in the living room that 
we entertain our friends and vis- 
itors.. Hospitality. is so valuable 
in God’s sight that He speaks of 
some that were “given to hospi- 
tality” (Romans 12:13). Paul urg- 
ed the saints to use hospitality one 
to the other (I Peter 4:9). What 
lovely hours we have spent in the 
sitting room of a Christiam friend 
talking together about the things 
of our Lord while sharing each 
other’s burdens and joys! Be sure 
that you have a good, large living 
room in your house, where you 
may entertain “angels unawares” 
and even some who are not so 
good as angels. Many a heart has 
been won by the sweet influences 
of the sitting room. 


UPSTAIRS THERE IS A_ BEDROOM. 
We need rest. Everyone must rest. 
Nearly one-third of our whole time 
is ‘spent in bed. Do you ever rest? 
The Lord Jesus said, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest” 
(Matt. 11:28). Not only must we 
make provisions for resting our 
own weary hearts and burdened 
minds but we should provide rest- 
ing places for others. The kind of 
a guest room you have reveals the 
kind of heart you have. Do others 
come to you with their burdens? 
How sympathetic we should be. 
How willing we should be to bear 
the burdens of those who are 
carrying some heavy load. What

an honor it is to lift the load, from 
our brother’s shoulder and let him 
rest a while! The busy servant of 
God needs to take time to rest a- 
part from his labors. It was the 
Savior who said “Come ye your- 
selves apart into a desert place, 
and rest a while” (Mark 6:31). 
Have a good rest room in the man- 
sion you are building for Him. 


A BATH IS NEEDED. We accum- 
ulate so much of soil and sin 
traveling through life that we 
must: take time to slip away for 
cleansing. Sometimes things must 
be burned in the TRASH BURNER. 
Sometimes the bath will do it. Our 
house must be fully equipped with 
means for the removal of dust and 
dirt; of fault and failure; of sin 
and shame. The blood of Christ 
and the Word of Christ are God’s 
two remedies. Do you have them 
in the house that you are building? 


A KITCHEN AND A DINING ROOM 
are essential in this home of ours 
for we must feed on good food if 
we would be fat and flourishing for 
our Lord. Christ told Peter, ‘feed 
my sheep.” He did not say, “edu- 
cate them,” though education is 
valuable and profitable. Christian 
scholarship is to be commended 
and invited. It is not, however, 
vital and necessary. Food is vital 
to the life. The Lord Jesus Said, 
“He that eateth me, even he shall 
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live by me” (John 6:57). The soul 
that is born of God must feed on 
bread from Heaven. Spiritual food 
out of the Word of God makes 
spiritual men more spiritual. Are 
you feeding daily on the Bread of 
Life? Have you arranged for a din- 
ing room in your Spiritual Home? 
A LIBRARY MUST BE PROVIDED. The 
Lord places no premium on ig- 
norance. In this house which we 
build for His name we must pro- 
vide for teaching and make room 
for learning. We are to grow in 
the knowledge of the Son of God. 
We are to study to show ourselves 
approved unto God. We are to 
learn the Ways of the Lord, the 
Word of the Lord, the Will of the 
Lord and the Works of the Lord. 
Knowledge is a fountain; know- 
ledge gives strength; knowledge 
gives power. Intelligent Christians 
can do far more for God than ig- 
norant ones. To know how to do 
God’s work in God’s way assures 
the blessing of God on the effort. 
Let us study carefully the sixty- 
six books in God’s library that we 
may be intelligent believers and 
educated servants of our Lord. 
THE MUSIC ROOM will bring joy 
and man. 
Many Christians provide no music 
in a house which they are build- 
ing for God. Singing is a sign of 
the Spirit-filled life. Singing is a 
proof of the presence of victory. 
It was David’s songs in the midst 
of his sorrows that drove away 
the shadows and made him more 
than a conqueror. It was when 
the singing began in the Temple 
that the Glory of God filled the 
house. It was when the song of the 
Lord began in the forefront of 
the Army that God discomfited 


their enemies. Songs break down / 


adamantine walls. Songs break 
stubborn hearts. Songs revive the 
drooping spirit. Have you a music 
room in your house?

“HUMBLE YOURSELVES 
therefore under the mighty hand 
of God, that he may exalt you in 
due time” (I Pet. 5:5-6). 

“SUBMIT YOURSELVES there- 
fore to God... HUMBLE YOUR-

and He shall lift you up” (James

True prayer means approach to 
God, appeal to God, invitation to 
God, expectation from God, and

is sincerely sought for and desired, 
and when His conditions are ob- 
served, then He comes. ‘‘Ask... 
I will do it”? (John 14:14). 

* PRAY, then! 

Pray for what? That God the 
Spirit shall come down upon His 
‘own people in mighty and con- 
victing power. Pray that He reveal 
‘to them their need of Himself. 
‘Pray that He open their eyes to 
‘see the all-sufficient supplies in 
‘Christ, that are ready to meet and 
satisfy their needs and the needs 
of others through them. Pray that 
they shall appropriate HIM. Pray, 
“LORD SEND A REVIVAL, AND 
LET IT BEGIN IN ME.” 

PRAY, where? In private (Matt. 
6:6), at the family worship, 
“where two or three are gathered 
‘together in my name” (Matt. 18:- 
‘16-20), “in the great congrega- 


tion.” Pray “everywhere” for re- 


vival in the church of God.

PRAY, when? “Without ceasing” 
(I Thess. 5:17). Till the answer 
comes. “Men ought always to

PRAY, why? Because prayer 


brings God into things, and helps 
in purifying our lives. “Prayer 


changes things.” “Prayer brings 
victory.” “Pray, brethren, pray!” 
“Don’t stop praying!” 


“And Seek My Face.” 

This is God’s next condition. 

This is perhaps the most crucial 
step of all toward revival. 

As it is GOD we are needing 
it is GOD we must seek. None 
but GOD can satisfy. 

To “seek my face” means, to 
seek ME. It means to have a per- 
sonal, face to face dealing with 
God Himself. There must be no- 
thing and no one between us and 
God. 

It is just here that a very subtle 
danger may arise in our desires 
for revival. Our hearts may be 
seeking more keenly for the bless- 
ing than for the face of God— 
the Blesser Himself. 

Other faces—the faces of men— 
leaders in revival movements, or 
prominent in religious work, may 
have more fascination for us than 
the face of God. The warning is 
needed. Our supreme quest must 
be for God Himself. Anything 
short of that will fail to satisfy 
both us and HIM. 

The flesh readily finds its sat- 
isfaction in other faces. The spirit 
never can be satisfied but in God 
alone. It is in His presence, face 
to face with Him, that alone there 
is revealed to us our deep and 
desperate need. There, too, it is 
we find in God Himself that full- 
ness of life that fills and over- 
flows. 

Beloved, to miss this “face to 
face” transaction with God Him- 
self, is to fail in obtaining that 
revival that is deep, enduring, and 
real. 

To “seek MY face” is “far ben.” 
It carries us beyond all the cir- 
cumstances of passing excitements

thing less than a whole-hearted 
desire for God will never yield a 
God-sent revival. As the result of 
man’s effort after revival, there 
may be intense excitement and 
much energetic movement. But all 
this is possible to the flesh apart 
from God. Let us see to it that 
it is God we seek, and when we 
seek HIM we shall find HIM. So 
it is written: “Ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search 
for me with all your heart” (Jer. 
29:13). 


To meet God face to face is a 
heart-searching and a life-trans- 
forming process. It is in His pres- 
ence we see ourselves just as we 
are, and “abhor” ourselves (Job 
42:6). It is there we see Him as 
the only satisfaction of our long- 
ing hearts, and appropriate Him 
as our all in all. 

We are “transformed by _ be- 
holding,” and it is this transforma- 
tion that attracts the attention of 
men.

not interested in war, but everyone 
is interested in a little child. 

There are 25,000,000 in the Sun- 
day School army, and it is a won- 
derful power. Out of all the people 
that join our churches by conver- 
sion, 83 per cent come out of the 
Sunday School. Dr. John Watson 
was being dined in this country 
once, and was asked: “What is 
it, in your judgment as a foreigner, 
that does most to make America 
great among the nations of the 
earth?” 

He said:

I am to talk to you about the 
teacher. I know you are all either 
teachers or interested in Sunday 
School work. I want to talk prac- 
tically along the line of the teach- 
er’s work. The office of teacher is 
a divine office. Jesus chose to be 
a teacher because He thought it 
the most important business in the 
world. His last command, in Mark 
16:15, was a command to you and 
to me to go and teach, and that 
command is on every man and 
woman, everyone that has the a- 
bility to teach and the opportunity 
to teach. I believe, as a superin- 
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tendent, that the teacher is the 
most important factor in any Sun- 
day School. The teachers really do 
the work for which the Sunday 
School is held. I know of no place 
on God's footstool so fraught with 
opportunity and responsibility. as 
to stand with the open Bible be- 
fore_a class of children and try to 
bring them to the Saviour. Daniel 
12:3 reads: “And they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn 
many to righteousness as the stars 
forever and ever.” If you will take 
a reference Bible, you will see that 
the word translated “wise’’ may 
with equal correctness be trans- 
lated “teachers.” In Proverbs 11:30 
we read: “The fruit of the right- 
eous is a tree of life; and he that 
winneth souls is wise.”” Knowledge 
is how much we know, wisdom is 
the use we make of it. The purpose 
of all teaching is primarily instruc- 
tion; in Christian work it is pri- 
marily for edification and salva- 
tion. 


Use the Bible! 


I want to speak very briefly of 
the use of the Bible. This is a very 
much neglected part of our work. 
We try to teach too much with- 
out the Word of God. The Word of 
God has its mission and place, and 
should be used. Psalms 119:130 
reads: “The entrance of thy words 
giveth light.” Ged wants the dark- 
ness of the world driven away, 
and there is only one way to get 
darkness out, and that is the very 
way the janitor drove the dark- 
ness out of this room tonight—by 
putting in the light—and this is 
the only way to drive sin out of 
the world. The Word of God is 
the light. Psalms 119:105, “Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet and 
a light unto my path.” When God 
wants anything done, He has an 
agency to do it. Isaiah 53:10,11: 
“For as the rain cometh down, 
and the snow from heaven, and 
returneth not thither, but water- 
eth the earth, and maketh it bring 
forth and bud, that it may give 
seed to the sower and bread to 
the eater; 
that goeth forth out of my mouth; 
it shall not return unto me void, 
but it shall accomplish that which 
I please, and it shall prosper in the 
thing whereto I sent it.” If God 
wants the earth watered He has a 
way. If He wants the earth saved 
He has a way. Take the Bible into 
your Sunday School work, into the 
teaching of your lesson. 


The Truth Is to Come 
Through a Living 
Person 


Let us Jook a little further at 
the teacher’s work, and what kind 
of work we do as teachers. We 
‘need -the teachers; the teacher 
must be*& living teacher; we want 
the living teacher. That was what 
God meant when He took Philip 
away from the promising work in 
Samaria and led him away down 
that desert road and pointed out 
to him the eunuch. The eunuch 
was reading the Word, but he 
needed the touch of the living 
heart. We need the teacher, and 
So we must have some qualifica- 
tions and some helps for our teach- 
ers. First of all, I would like to 
name some of these. We must pre- 
pare. It is not a general prepara- 
tion that is needed, but specific 
study. Prepare early. If you begin 
in the early part of the week to 
prepare your lesson for the com- 
ing Sunday, then all through the 
week you are looking at every- 
thing through your Sunday School 
spectacles. The very best illustra- 
tions are those that come from 
your own observation and read- 
ing and intercourse with your 
friends. I heard one the other day 
that I thought was real good. It 
was not intended as an illustration, 
but I used it. 


One time a young lady was pre- 
sented with a book by an older 
lady friend. The young lady took 
the book home and tried to read 


it up. She said to herself, “I won- 
der why my friend gave me such 
a dry book.” The mext day she 
saw this friend, and was so afraid 
that she would ask her if she had 
read the book that she was very 
uncomfortable while in her pre- 
sence, and made up her mind she 
would go home and read that book 
even if it was dry. So she tried 
again, and again she was compelled 
to give it up. Three times she tried, 


and then laid the book away. Some

Above all, His 
honor, and dignity, and patient 
love, and divine forbearance, and 
the eternal glory that is due Him 
all urge us to surrender all to 
Him, 


Both Guest and Host 


He is your guest to save you if 
you are lost. If you love Him, He 
wants to make you all His own. 
He does not want the Devil to 
have even a coaling station in 
your life; not one cubby-hole or 
cranny from which He is excluded. 
He desires that for your own hap- 
piness and peace of mind. You 
have never had any other guest 
like Him. A thousand earthly kings 
could mean nothing to you in com- 
parison with Him. 

Munkatzy painted a great pic- 
ture, Christ before Pilate, showing 
the meek and lowly suffering Jesus 
patiently awaiting the semtence of 
the cringing, cowardly ruler. But 
in that day when He judges all 
men according to the gospel, Pilate 
before Christ will be a picture 
that will make hearts quake for 
fear. “Whosoever shail deny me 
before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father in heaven,” was 
spoken by lips that are always 
glad to forgive and bless all who 
repent and believe on Him. 

He will be your host if you let 
Him in. He brings the feast with 
Him. He is our salvation. Milton 
makes the Devil say: “I myself 
am Hell.’”’ Nothing could be truer. 
Hell is a state of being as well 
as a place. Every lost soul will 
carry in his own guilty conscience 
the sense of eternal folly and just 
condemnation. 

On the other hand, Heaven is 
to be with Jesus. With Him all 
your sorrows are turned to joy. 
All your tears are more precious 
than diamonds. All your losses will 
be eternal gain. All your crosses 
will be lighter than a_ feather. 
Your bitterness will be turned to 
sweetness, better than honey and 
the honeycomb. In Him you will 
rest and abide and-no longer roam.

“Blessed. are they which do 
hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness [God]: for they shall be fill- 
ed” (Matt. 5:6). 


Beloved, art thou ‘“hungering 
and thirsting’’? Art thou longing 
for revival? Then, listen to His 
gracious invitation, “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto ME: 
[seek My face], and drink.” 


“He that believeth on Me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his bel- 
ly shall flow rivers of living 
water” (John 7:38). 


“Seek my face.” The ‘‘flesh’’ 
dreads this close contact with God. 
The “Spirit” delights in it. When 
we have “humbled ourselves” and 
tasted of the blessedness of that 
liberty that comes from full sur- 
render to Christ, then it is not 
difficult to seek His face, and His 
alone. Indeed, we want no other 
face. The face of man is futile 
to meet our need. It is the sight 
of Him in all His holiness that re- 
veals our own deplorable corrup- 
tion. In His light we discern our 
darkness. In His sinless purity we 
behold our own selfish sinfulness. 
In His presence is a safe place, 
however restricted it may seem. 
It is the place where our spirits 
are revived, and we drink in the 
satisfaction of our heart’s desire. 
It is in His presence that the 
pieasures of this passing world 
lose their charm and give up their 
grip. 


I’ve heard the voice of Jesus; 
Tell me nought of atight beside, 


I’ve seen the face of Jesus, 
And my soul is satisfied. 


It is by that vision of His 
beauty and that sense of His all- 
sufficiency that the next step to- 
wards revival is made easy. 


“And Turn From Their Wicked 
Ways” :— 


When we have “turned to God” 
(1 Thess. 1:9), surely the wicked 
ways will have been left behind, 
for ye “cannot serve two masters” 
(Matt. 6:24). When we have seen 
His face, the idols that have oc- 


val! 


cupied our hearts, demanded our 


time, and absorbed our devotion, 
will no longer keep their hold. 

The heart that has had _ its 
hunger satisfied by the sight of 
His face no longer wants the 
things that pander to “the lust of 
the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride of life” (I John 2:16). All 
these become abominable to us, 
because they are abhorrent’ to 
Him, 

Herein lies the explanation of 
the dropping of the pipes and dis- 
carding of the cigarettes by the 
young converts at times of revival. 
The indulgences that were selfish 
and sinful, the occupations that 
were harmful, the recreations that 
were doubtful, are let go. This is 
a turning from their wicked ways. 
And it must be so. It is God’s 
condition for revival. . 


It may be that, just here, lies 
the hindrance to revival in the 
lives of many of God’s people. 
They do not turn from their wick- 
ed ways. Their ways may _ not 
seem wicked to them, simply be- 
cause they have not sought His 
face and brought their character 
and conduct under His all-search- 
ing eye. They have not seen their 
ways as God sees them. 

Let. us never forget, beloved, 
that our ways are always one of 
two kinds. They are either “right- 
eous,” or they are “wicked.” God's 
ways are not our ways (Isa. a 
8). What is so often reckoned by 
man as “innocent enjoyment,” in 
God’s sight may be wickedness of 
a very subtle sort; simply because 
it excludes God, and panders to 
the self-life that opposes Him. 

For instance, it must be grievous 
in the sight of God to see His 
people ‘unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers” in the worldly, 
fleshly, and satanic amusements of 
these degenerate days. His face 
eannot countenance such things. In 
a world that is “dancing mad,” 
“dressing mad,” “boxing mad,” 
“football mad,” “racing mad,” 
“theatre mad,” “pictures mad,” 
“cambling mad,” “concert mad,” 
“money mad,” “pleasure-seeking 
mad,” surely God’s people should 
be different; seeking and finding 
their joy in spiritual things, and 
in all that pleases God and glori- 
fies Him. 

It is a significant sign of the 
times that. even God’s own people 
are “lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God” (II Tim. 3:4). This 


The papers have been carry- 
ing headlines about ninety Ca- 
dets at West Point who have 
been dealt with for cheating 
on examinations. There is a 
tendency in America to condone 
this or to find an excuse for 
these young men doing this 
terrible thing. And it is a ter- 
rible thing. Cheating is crooked. 


Just after this West Point 
story was first released, I walk- 
ed into the radio .station at 
Bob Jones University. The staff 
of young people who work there 
represent about six or seven 
states and attended a number 
of different high schools. I 
asked each one of these young 
people, “Was there cheating in 
your high school?” They all 
said there was. One young fel- 
low who is a fine Christian 
and who has finished in Bob 
Jones University and is now 
planning to do graduate work 
this coming year. said, “I am 
very sorry, Dr. Bob, but I 
cheated in high school. Every- 
body I knew did it, and no- 
body seemed to think anything 
about it.” 


Since reading this story about 
West Point and observing the 
comments of newspaper writers 
and leaders in other walks of 
life, I have realized as never 
before that God Almighty called 
Bob Jones University into exist- 
ence to emphasize and magnify 
and propagate moral and Chris- 
tian standards.

It is related of David Cordiner, 
one of the youthful leaders in the 
recent revival in the North of 
Scotland, that he was deeply con- 
victed by the Holy Spirit regard- 
ing his habit of cigarette smoking.

At the world’s Sunday School Con- 
vention in London I heard Rev. 
Richard Glover give three rules for 
the use of helps: (1) Use lesson 
helps, but don’t depend solely on 
lesson helps; (2) use them with 
the Bible, and not apart from the 
Bible; (3) those lesson helps are 
the best helps which set you think- 
ing and not save you thinking. 
We need to study methods of 
presenting the lessons, and we 
meed to study the scholars. I am 
so glad for this convention! It pays 
to stop and get the tools in order. 
This illustration was once given 
me: A man was shoveling sticky 
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clay. Beside him he had a pail of 
water. He would dip his shovel in- 
to the water, and then into the 
clay, then go back and dip it in- 
to the water, and then into the 
clay, and it took him just as long 
to keep his shovel in condition to 
do the work as it did to do the 
work.

In the twenty-second verse of 
the ninth chapter of I Corinthians, 
Paul said: “I am made all things 
to all men, that I might by all 
means save some.” The successful 
teacher adapts himself to the 
situation.

A teacher, to be a success, must 
have beyond his teaching the 
spiritual life.

wicked ways” to “walk in newness 
of life” (Rom. 6:4). So it is as a 
clean and empty vessel in His 
Hand, we may be used by Him 
to lead sinners to His feet, and 
saints into a fuller experience of 
their possessions in Christ. So it 
is we glorify our Father who is 
in Heaven (Matt. 5:16). Beloved, 
will you not pause and say this 
very moment, if it applies to

God’s process. is indeed 
simple. It is very plain. 

“IF—Then will I hear.” And

you are is thundering in my ears.” 
One boy said to another: “I don’t 
take any stock in my teacher any 
more.” “Why?” said the other. 
“Because when you add him up 
there is nothing to carry.” 
Teachers, you are more than in- 
structors. You want to be what 
you seek to have your scholar be- 
come, and a good lesson is abso- 
tutely spoiled by a bad life. The 
gospel gets into a man’s heart not 
so much by words as by wedges. 
A man told this story of his con- 
version. He said: “I was a gamb- 
ler, and I went into Pacific Gar- 
den Mission one might and heard 
a man testify who said: ‘Jesus 
Christ saved me, and I was a 
sambler.’ The next night I went 
again, the same man got up and 
said: ‘Jesus Christ saved me, and 
IT was a gambler.’ I listened to that 
testimony for six straight weeks, 
forty-two nights in succession, and 
I made up my mind if that story 
was true for six weeks it was 
true for me, and I was saved.” It 
is what we are that tells the story. 


Look for Results, But Do Not 
Be Discouraged 


Look for results. Would it be 
© surprise to you. if a dozen of your 
scholars should come to you and 
say: “What shall I do to be 
saved?” One of Mr. Spurgeon’s 
students went to him and said: “I 
am discouraged. I don’t see any 
results from my work.” Mr. Spur- 
geon--said: “You don’t expect to 
see results coming along all the 
time, do you?” “Why, certainly 
not.” “Well, that is the reason 
you don’t have them.”

They had a great jubilee meeting 
fin New York City when she 
started. There was great rejoicing.

The letter 
that came back with the sad 
mews brought sorrow and disap- 
pointment to the Christian world. 
But that letter had not been on 
American soil three months when 
fifty young women were ready to 
eo. Harriet Newell’s was a mag- 
mificent success, though she never 
did one moment’s work in her 
chosen field. Fidelity is success. 


Win Pupils One By One 


Do personal work if you want 
to be successful. I have had teach- 
ers come to me and say: “I have 
only one scholar in my class to- 
day; don’t you think I had better 
let him go in some other class, 
and I will go home?” On nineteen 
different occasions Jesus sat down 
and taught one scholar. Our 
scholars are not won by classes, 
but one by one. It is hand-picked 
fruit we want. Andrew is only 
mentioned separately three times 
in the Bible, but one time it is 
said he brought in his brother 
Peter, and do you know, it seems 
to me that Andrew will get a 
whole lot of stars in his crown 
for the three thousand souls Peter 
won on the day of Pentecost. 


One time in Toledo there came 
a knock at my door, just as we 
were sitting down to breakfast. I 
opened the door, and there stood 
a young man seventeen years of 
age. He said: “You did not feel 
very much encouraged over the 
work in Sunday School yesterday. 
I want to tell you that it was 
your words that led me to Christ.” 
That boy is Tracy McGregor, now 
superintendent of the McGregor 
Helping Hand Mission in Detroit. 
I believe it was the best day's 
work I ever did, and I don’t know 
when I spoke the word. 


Love is the hammer that breaks 
the heart. Our scholars are drawn 
by the power of love. Love will 
do what nothing else will do. 
These boys and girls want to know 
right away that we love them and 
are interested in them. My daugh- 
ter teaches a class of little girls. 
One morning there was a knock 
at the door, and when Louise went 
to the door there stood one of the 
little girls in her class crying most 
piteously. When Louise put her 
arms around her and asked her 
what the trouble was, she said: 
“My little baby brother died last 
night, and I wanted to tell you 
and have you cry with me.” That 
scholar knew the teacher loved 
her. Love is the hammer that 
breaks the stony heart.
